to the rear, | 
and the Hamilton circled to the scene ‘ 
of the wreck, at the same time lowering j 
two lifeboats. 
There was consternation among the J 
passengers of the Old Dominion ship, j 
and the first thought was for their j 
safety, but so soon as it was discover­ 
ed that the ship was uninjured save 
that some bowplates were stove in, all 
efforts were directed to the rescue of 
those on the Saginaw. 
When the Saginaw was again sight­ 
ed her stern was under water and her 
bow high in the air.
